Tae Carcutatinc Macuine.—Mr. Babbage, the inventor of this 
machine, has in his Bridgewater Treatise, just published, referred to its 
present state. He mentions that as early as 182] he undertook to super- 
intend for the Government the construction of an engine for calculating 
and printing mathematical and astronomical tables. Early in 1833 a 
small portion of the machine was put together, and it performed its work 
with all the precision which had been anticipated. Since the commence- 
ment of the original machine Mr. Babbage has projected another, and far 
more powerful engiue ; the former could employ about 120. figures in its 
calculations, the latter is intended to compute with about 4000. 

Prussic Actp.—Among the startling facts which science has disclosed 
to us, is one so extraordinary, that we should feel it a duty to doubt it, 
notwithstanding the highest testimonies of its truth, if actual experiment 
did not prove it, that the proximate principles. of the poison of prussic 
acid, are actually present in our bodies, and may, under some circumstances, 
be developed. This very poison, a small quantity of which, pure and con- 
centrated, killed Professor Scharinger, at Vienna, when diffused upon his 
naked arm, may be said to exist within us, and circulate in our frames. 
It can not only be obtained from us with the greatest facility after death, 
but.is formed in certain diseases of the fluids of the body. The blue stain 
which is imparted to linen from blood in a state of decomposition, owes 
its colour to this deadly poison. Of the circumstances under which it 
may be developed, when the elements that form it exist, we have much to 
learn ; we know that a series of changes are constantly occurring in all 
the objects of nature, that at every instant of time every particle of matter 
is entering into new combinations, and that sometimes, from the most 
innocent materials, spring forth the most noxious poisons,—Dr, Sigmond.

The CuairMan, on taking the chair, said that. he need not explain the 


that it was to get rid of a burden.and tax upon tin. It always.appeared 
to him a great hardship that tin should be subjected toa duty, They all 
knew that no other. metal. in England was. charged with: a duty. No 
other raw material, whether mineral or vegetable, with the exception of 
hops, was subject to a duty in its raw state; and he had no doubt that if 
they persevered they. would be able. to get the duty taken offtin. He 
considered the duty equal to a bounty on the importation of foreign ore, 
and it was found to be the same in its effects.. He did not at all call in 
question the antiquity of the tax ; it was probably as old a right as any, 
and dated its establishment from the period when Cornwall formed an in- 
dependent state, and might then have been necessary for maintaining the 
defences of the state, such. as its. armies and fleets; but. now, when it 
formed a part of. the general state of the United Kingdom, it seemed kard 
that a tax of that sort should be continued any longer ; a tax which went 
towards supporting the dignity and station of the Sovereign of England, 
and which should rather formaduty devolving alike on the whole king- 
dom. The honourable chairman concluded by calling on all present. to 
give their earnest co-operation to obtain its repeal. 
Sir Cuartes Lemon, Bart., M.P., rose and said, Gentlemen—The 
course recommended by Mr. Dayies Gilbert is exactly that which I pro- 
pose to follow on the present occasion. But, before I read the. petition 
to her Majesty, which I hold in my hand, I beg leave to trouble you with 
a few remarks on the general state of the question, and the principles 
which I think lie at the bottom of it—not that 1 propose to follow out 
those principles to their fullest extent ; on thecontrary, we have a limited 
object in view, namely, to escape from a grievous and unpopular tax ; and 
I by no means wish to press our demands beyond this limit, Still it is 
right that we should understand the matter in all its bearings ; that, if we 
are pushed off the narrow ground which we propose to occupy, we may be 
prepared to take that.which is broader. First, then, with respect to the 
time. It is quite true that at the present time the price of tin is not at 
its lowest point ef depression. But that price has fluctuated much; and 
the vicissitudes which have occurred, will probably occur again in the 
period for which we have now to provide, namely, during the life of the 
Queen. For though, within that period, there may be.a Duke of Corn- 
wall, and it may be necessary at some future time to provide for his se- 
parate maintenance, he can inherit no rights in the Duchy, and, in fact, 
can possess none, except such as are conveyed in his Patent of Creation. 
This, at least, is the only interpretation which I can put on the limita- 
tions of the charter of the 11th Edward the Third. Tlie revenues, then, 
of the Duchy of Cornwall, are. likely to remain for many years in the 
crown ; where, according to Sir Charles Wetherell, the legal title,to the 
fee of the Duchy always resides, the Duke of Cornwall taking only a free- 
hold interest ; and the next point to be determined is, in what light we 
should view them es Crown property. I contend that they are part of 
the ordinary hereditary revenues, the rule respecting which has been, their 
surrender for compensation—the exceptions few and special. I might 
go farther, and contend that. since the time when the nation took upgn 
itself the maintenance of its fleets and armies, all the revenues of the 
Crown, of whatever nature they may be, have become the revenues of 
the people, and as such are subject to the control of Parliament. I might 
cite various authorities to prove that the Civil List is not a bargain, but a 
provision by Parliament for the maintenance of the.Crown; but I pass 
them by, as not belonging immediately to the purpose which we have in 
hand. It does, however, belongto our purpose to prove that heretofore, 
when the Duchy of Cornwall has been in the Crown, as.at present, its 
revenues have generally been compréhended with the hereditary branches, 
upon which the Civil List has been charged, and out of which it has been 
paid, because, if it is now. to be excepted, it will rest with those who 
favour the. exception to justify it on special grounds. Itis unnecessary 
to carry the inquiry farther back than the 9th and 10th of William the 
Third, because the Civil List was then first established in its modern 
form, and a provision was made for the support of the Crown, distinct 
from the other services of the state. Accordingly, a certain annual sum 
was granted to King William, charged on the, hereditary revenues, and 
the overplus was to be paid into the Exchequer, and. placed at the disposal 
of Parliament. Of the small branches enumerated in that Act, and so 
charged for the uses assigned, the Duchy of Cornwall was one, In the 
12th of the same King, another arrangement took place, and the overplus 
was also granted to the King, after deducting a weekly payment of 3700/., 
(or 192,000/. a-year), to be applied to the public service. The Duchy 
of Cornwall is again included by name. The Ist of Queen Anne, c. 7., 
declares that the hereditary revenues heretofore chargeable with the yearly 
sun of 700,000/. shall be for the support of her Majesty’s household and 
the dignity of her Crown. The Duchy of Cornwall is again named 
amongst the branches heretofore chaygeable, and now sabject to the same 
weekly deduction of 3700/. Under George the First and George the 
Second, the Duchy of Cornwall was, excepted from the ordinary heredi- 
tary revenues, under this form of words—‘‘ except such revenues, rents, 
&c., as have been granted or passed to any,.other person.’’ In fact, 
Prince George, afterwards George the Second, became Duke of Cornwall 
by patent, and Prince Frederick by birthright; and, in both these cases 
the revenues of the Duchy were granted, or passed away from the Crown. 
At the accession of George the Third, the Duchy of Cornwall was ex- 
cepted by name from the hereditary revenues surrendered in lieu of a 
civil list. The words of this Act are remarkable, and I cannot forbear 
quoting them in connexion with the prayer of our petition to the Queen :— 
‘* And whereas your Majesty has been graciously pleased to signify your 
consent to your faithful Commons in Parliament assembled, that when- 
ever they should enter upon the consideration of making provision for 
your household, and the honour and dignity of your Crown, such disposi- 
tion might be made of yonr Majesty’s interest in the hereditary revenues 
of the Crown as might best conduce to, the utility and satisfaction of the 
public ; therehy giving the most substantial proof of your tender concern 
for the welfare of your people, and that the same is superior in your royal 
breast to all other considerations.’”” Why, the Duchy of Cornwall, when 
thus in the Crown, was so excepted, I don’t know, but it is the first 
exception which occurred in any Act of Parliament subsequent to the 
establishment of a Civil List. Probably the expectation that there would 
shortly be a Dake of Cornwall, entitled by birth to the Duchy, may have 
governed this proceeding; and, in fact, shortly afterwards a Duke of 
Cornwall was born, who held the Duchy till the accession, of William. the 
At this latter period, the last remaining heads of the hereditary 
revenues were surrendered ; all, in fact, which had ever been included in 
any of the arrangements for the. Civil List, with, the single exception of 
the Duchy of Cornwall. The Droits of the Crown, the 44.per Cent. West 
India duties, the casual revenue, all were given up ; and it remains for her 
Gracious Majesty, if she shall so please, to complete the system by placing 
the Duchy of Cornwall also. under the control of Parliament. The result 
of what I have stated is, that during the reigns of King William and 
Queen Anne, when the Duchy, was in the Crown, it was comprehended in 
the arrangements for the Civil, List: that during the two following reigns 
the Duehy was not in the Crown, and the revenues were not included in 
these arrangements; and that at the accession of George the Third, the 
Duchy of Cornwall was specially and nominally excepted ; the exception 
tending to prove the rule. The inference which I would draw is this : 
that when the Duchy is in the Crown, it is not in principle distinguishable 
from the ordinary hereditary revenue ; and that we should ask no new or 
unreasonable thing, if we should pray that the precedent of the 9th and 
10th of William the Third might be followed, and the revenues of the 
Duchy of Cornwall placed at the disposal of Parliament. Now, if there 
is a prospect of their being so, placed, it becomes an interesting question, 
how Parliament. will. deal. with.them?.. Here.I think we-need-entertain 
uo doabt.. Parliament has. spoken plainly on this subject by repealing 
every duty of the kind; namely, every tax on a raw commodity the pra,

might best conduce to the utility and, satisfaction.of the public.:’” : 

And whereas we entertain the fullest. confidence that your Majesty is ac. 

tuated by a similar desire, to give a substantial proof of tender care for the 

welfare of your people : 

And whereas the tin raised in your Majesty’s Duchy of Cornwall is subject 
to a tax, which we conceive to be partial, and feel to be grievous, and which 
must of necessity be highly injurious.to our industry : 

We, therefore, your, Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal subjects, humbly 

pray, that whensoever the provisions for your Majesty’s household, and the 
honour and dignity of your Crown, shall come under consideration your 
Majesty will be graciously pleased to signify your consent to place this Te. 
venue at the disposal of Parliament, to be dealt with as Parliament shall in 
its wisdom and justice think fit: 
And your petitioners will ever pray, &¢. 
The honourable baronet having read the petition,"move i a 
sented to her Majesty. ‘ . ; ssctataletonts 
J. 8. Enys, Esq., briefly seconded the motion, which was. then" put 
and carried unanimously. P 
Ei W. W: PENDARVES, Esq., M.P., said, that having adopted an ad- 
dress to her Majesty upon, this very important subject, it became neces. 
sary also to address a petition to Parliament, praying their assistance on 
this occasion, because something with regard to compensation had been 
mentioned. When, during the last reign, they had met for the promotion 
of this object, they were met by the objection that this being a part of his 
Majesty’s revenue, settled on him on his accession to the crown, they 
could not then enter upon the question. It appeared to him that this 
was the proper time to raise the objection, to the continuance of the tax, 
for if it was delayed till after the Civil List was granted, they should again 
have the same objection thrown in their teeth. There could be no reason 
why a composition which a King or a Prince might receive, should not 
be granted to a Queen, and there were sufficient precedents for a compen- 
sation being granted in the place of this tax. It seemed extremely im. 
portant that this, being a question of a tax upon a raw commodity, should 
be. brought forward immediately. With regard to the question of hops, 
though certainly it was a tax upon a raw commodity, yet it did not stand 
in the same position as this. Though they were not successful in accom- 
plishing the object that they had in view at their last meeting, yet that 
meeting had been. attended with some good results. Now, he believed, 
the coinage was issued once in every six weeks, which had proved a great 
advantage, and he heard from a smelter, that the advan/age would be 
much increased by having it once a month. This might be better ob- 
tained by a personal application to the Duchy. They wanted Parliament 
and her Majesty’s ministers, on the part of the-Queen, to grant them the 
relief. It was a relief to which the county was every way entitled, and he 
hoped that the application would be attended to. In anticipation of this 
meeting, and wishing to have the question considered, before the settle- 
ment of the Civil List, he took the opportunity of writing, about a month 
since, to Lord John Russell, informing him that the county of Cornwall 
felt the injustice of the duty, and that they should be prepared to come to 
them on the subject before the Civil List was.granted. The ministry 
must, therefore, be aware. that they intended to come to them upon the 
subject. Hewould now read the petition which had been prepared for 
the House of Commons. The following petition was then read :— 


TO THE HONOUBABLE THE COMMONS .OF. THE UNITED KINGDOM OF 
GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND, IN PARLIAMENT ASSEMBLED. 
The humble petition of the Lords, Adventurers, and Merchants, interested in

Humbly showeth,—That whereas, by the wise policy of Government, the 
duties on all other articles, the produce of our own country, have been abo- 
lished, the duty ou tin has long been felt as a peculiar grievance : 
And the said duty is a burden and impediment, of which your petitioners 
have reason to com,Jain, not only with respect to the amonnt of the tax, but 
on account of the inconvenience to which they are subject in the course of its 
collection : 
And whereas, the tin. produced in the county of Cornwall, being far more 
than is required for consumption in Great Britain, the prosperity of the 
Cornish Mines depends in a great degree.on the annual exportation of a con- 
siderable quantity of tin to other parts of Europe,and America: 
_ And in consequence of the frequent. and. large importations into Europeof 
tin from the Malayan, Peninsula, and the Island of. Banea,.a competition has 
sprung up, which threatens greatly to affect the demand for Cornish tia 
road : 





And whereas, the duty paid to the Duchy of Cornwall of 4s..in the cwt. of 
120 Ibs., together with the inconvenience. before alluded to, constitute in ef- 
fect a bounty to that,extent,in favour of the produce of foreign mines, and to 
the prejudice of our own: 
e, your petitioners, humbly. pray, that, in the arrangements about to be 
entered upon, to provide for her Majesty’s household, and the honour aod 
dignity of her Crown, compensation may be made to her Majesty, and the 
impost on tin be finally abolished : 
And your petitioners will ever pray, &c, 
The Rey. Canon, Rocurs said he concurred in every word addressed 
to the House of Commons, and he thought that their case was so strong 
that he could not conceive any reasonable opposition could be made to it, 
when it came under the consideration of the representatives of the com- 
munity. They had heard that there was no other metal in the kingdom,

"In 
ge reign of Charles the Second, that monarchngave Very ‘illegally, he be- 
jeved the duty on all coal imported into London to the Duke of Rich- 
gond, who.was One of his hummervus “Weégitimate “children, and that duty 
weatually amounted to'about 30,000//ayear. It was continued till about 
pitty years ago; when Parli tgranteda eompensation; and it wasdiscon- 
jgued. The duties on wine, which had been granted to certain gentle- 

jn Devon, in Cornwall, atid also in Liverpool, had been compensated 
prbythe’nation at large, “and’ abolished. These'were’ precedents that 
gemed to give force to their application to Parliament,’ to indemnify the 
Crown, at the cost of the county at large, for the removal of this local 
daty, Which operated, pro tanto, as an encouragement to the importation 
gforeign tin, @nd partioulatly'to that of the East Indies. 

Sir CHARLES Lemon moved, ‘atid Mr. PenpaRves ‘seconded, a vote 
of thanks to the chairman. 

The Rev. CANON RoGérs then moved a yote of thanks to their two 
gcellent county members, for the trouble they had taken in bringing this 
patter before the meeting. Both-resolutions' were carried, and the meet-. 
ing then separated.—West Briton.

GEOLOGICAL SOCIETY .—Juneg 14:+~(continued). 

A paper, by Professor Sedgwick and Mr. ‘Murchison, on the ‘‘ Geology 
of Devonshire,” began on the 3lst May, was concluded, 

Chap. I. After a few preliminary Observations, the authors proceed to 
describe the general structure Of ‘Devonshire, which they consider as 
divided into five distinct geological regions. 

1. The first region extends through the most eastern provinces of the 
county, and is principally occupied Ly formations of néw red sandstone 
and green sand. 

Chap. 11.—2. The secorid. region o¢cupies« the: most northern portions 
of the county, but the authors commence with a description of the’ rocks 
in the ‘north-west corner of Somerset, which are identical in structure 
gith a ~part Of the ‘region ‘here described. They divide them into two 
great groups: the lower) group abounding in ‘a coarse arenaceous rock 

eywacké), often of a red colour, and sometimes variegated ; the upper, 
containing some beds of like character, but abounding more in rotten, 
thin-bedded slates (shillot), ii which'some portions are highly calcareous, 
and pass into irregular bands of limestone, and contain encrinital stems 
and obscure traces of organic remains. They then go on to describe the 
successive groups occupying the region of North Devon, and by help of 
fatural sections (from the coast to the north’ boundary of the culm mea- 
sures) prove that there:is‘an enormously thick’ ascénding series of rocks, 
interrupted, however, by numerous contortions and by a .great anticlinal 
line ranging with the strike of the beds, about west by north, or west- 
north-west. ‘This line tuns into the sea ‘a little sduth-west of Linton, 
and in consequence,’ one of the great groups is repeated twice over : first, 
on the coast north-east of Linton, and secondly, on the coast extending 
from the valley of rocks to Coomb Martin. The lowest rocks in North 
Devon ate in the denudation of the Lyme river, which nearly défines the 
position of the antielinal region ; and from 'tWe' south side of that river to 
the culm measures: is' an ascending section, interrupted only by local con- 
tortions. The authors then describe the-groups of the ascending section. 

1. Lowest group. Valley of ‘rocks‘and gorge above Linton. Here the 
structure’ is very varied ; coarse and arenacedus, or passing into fine schist. 
Casts of organic remains‘and impressions of shells are not unfrequent, 
and near them the beds become ealcareous. 

2. The preceding passes by almost insensible gradations into the great 
red arenaceous ‘groups, of which the coarser béds‘ate commonly red or 
variegated : mong them, however, are-grey-and-greenish-grey beds, and, 
as might be expected, the colours are inconstant. Oxide of iron tra- 
verses some portions in thin veins, and is quarried in some parts, as near 
Coomb Martin, and smelted in ‘the’ iron foundéries. The slaty cleavage, 
transverse to the bedding and seen in the preceding group, almost dis- 
appears among these rocks, but they are much intersected by joints. 

3. The next group has few of the coarse silicions sandstones, wants 
the red colour, abounds in bands of rotten slate, frequently greenish and 
chloritic, and also contains many calcareous bands, as-well as numerous 
organic remains. 

4. This group the authors divide into two portions, the lower abound- 
ing in fine glossy chloritic schist, much contorted, and having a true 
cleavage transverse to the bed, and generally presenting a succession of 
parallel fissile planes dipping at a high angle tothe south ; the upper beds 
containing similar masses alternating with coarse, thick, arenaceous bands. 

f. The last group is composed of ar flag-stones and soft earthy 
slates, alternating with harder and coarser bands: it conforms to the 
mineral type commonly found in the lowest parts of ‘the silurian system, 
has abundance of organic remains,-and is in parts calcareous. The group 
is several thousand feet thick, and though much contorted, at length dips 
regularly under the base of the culm measures. 

Impressions of plants having been discovered in the sandstones of this 
division, by Major Harding and the Rey. D, Williams, Professor Lindley 
is of opinion that none of these plants are similar to those which are de- 
scribed in the sequel as ‘common:to the culm measures. 

Chap. I11.—The deposits of thefourth division are determined by 
help of ‘sections; one from Dartmoor to the‘coust of Torbay ; another 
from Torbay to Start Point ; and a third from Dartmoor to Bolt -Head ; 
and they divide ‘these into the following groups, beginning, as before, 
with tne lowest. 1. An ill-defined group near the granite, supposed to be 
metamorphic. 2. A great complex‘slate group, with two subordinate cal- 
careous zones; the lower, called the Ashburton bands, pass into Corn- 
wall, and the upper are represented by the Plymouth and Torbay lime- 
stones. 3, A-coarse red arenaceous group, which immediately surmounts 
these. 4. A great schistose deposit, striking (like the other rocks in the 
southern region) nearly east and west, dip south, but afterwards north. 
5. Mica slate. 

In conclusion, the authors contrast ‘the ‘above two regions. In the 
southern, trap rocks appear oceasionally : in the ‘northern, they are want- 
ing, while the slaty cleavage, so. common in the northern, is wanting in 
the southern region. In concluding, the authors consider all the above 
groups of North and South Devon to be newer than ‘the rocks of Snow- 
don and Central Camberland ‘(lowest Cambrian ‘system), ‘and older (with 
a very limited exception in North Devon) than the Silurian system. 

The organic remains. of the lower fossiliferous ‘strata of South Devon 
are so dissimilar from those-of the silurian system, that they cannot have 
been formed in that-era. 

Chap. 1V.—The authors, -in conneetion with the culmiferous series of 
the third region, describe sections:to prove that the eum measures occupy 
a great trough, and dip away on both sides from the other rocks, with 
which they are in cotitact: hence the culm measures, whatever their age, 
are the newest stratified deposits deseribed in detail. Along their northern 
boundary they rest on the highest group described in Chap. II. Along 
their southern boundary they partly rest on the granite and partly on the 
oldest ‘slate rocks of Dévon and Cornwall. Hence, they cannot form 
(whatever be the mineralogical appearance) a true passage into ‘the 
Schistese massés which they overlie. Agdin, they afte overlaid by no 
tocks older than the new red sandstone, their age, therefore, can ‘only be 
determined by their strneture and organic remains. 

The plants of the culm-bearing measures differ essentially from those 
found in the older rocks, and are all identical with those species which 
are most abundant in the coal-fields of the central counties of England 
and in the South Welsh basin, among which, Cyperites bicarinata, 
Neuropteris cordata, N. gigantea, Pecopteris lonchitica, and P. abbreviata, 
are, perhaps, the most widely distributed. In their lithological aspect 
also, and in containing vast quantities of small sedge-like vegetables, 
these plant-bearing strata of Devon, are undistinguishable from the coal 
measures of Pembrokeshire. : 

The subjacent black limestone has, indeed, no exact.parallel in Eng- 
land, its organic remains Weing for the most part peculiar and undescribed ; 
they are all apparently of marine origin. Chambered shells also occur, 
which are considered to be Goniatites, 2 genus which has never yet been 
found in the silurian or older rocks, but is most characteristic of ‘the

Upper group there is a fine series of vegetable fossils, every one of which

‘Chap. V.—The jointed structure of the granite of Dartmoor is de- 
se! ‘in detail, and the joints in their direction are shown to agree ‘with 
those described by geologists’ in’ Cornwall ;‘ and the authors confirma re- 
‘mark -of “Dr. Boase, that the same’master joints often ‘affect the granite 
and bedded rocks near it: they show that the.granite has, in some places, 
broken through the stratified: formations without very much changing 
their strike. In all such cases the beds are changed ‘in structure hear the 
granite; the silicious beds being converted into quartz rock, the shales 
into’Lydidn stone, felspar,.porphyry, &c. They regard these facts as 
perfect proofs of the metamorphic nature of the rocks in contact with the 
granite'of Devon. Lastly, they describe’ granite veins'and elvan dykes as 
traversing the eulm measures. 

The next paper read, was on the upper formations of the new red 
system in‘ Gloucestershire and’ Warwitkshire, showing that the red (salf- 
ferous) marls, with an imbedded zone of sandstone, represent the Keuper 
or Marnes irisées ; and that the underlying sandstone of Ombesley, 
Bromsgrove, and Warwick, is part of the ‘‘ Bunter Sandstein,’’ or 
“Gres bigarré,’”’ Of foreign geologists; by R. J. Murchison, Esq., 
V.P.G.S., and H. C. Strickland, 'Esq., F.GiS. 

Mr. Murchison having previously shown that the system of new red 
sandstone, in the central counties of England, is divisible into four forma- 
tions ; Ist, Marls with salt and gypstim, and one included band of sand- 
stone (Foreign Equiv. Keuper,or Marnes irisées) ; 2nd, Quartzose sand- 
stones (Bunter Sandstein, or Gres bigarré); 3rd, Calcareous conglome- 
rate, representing the magnesian or dolomitic conglomerate (Zechstein, 
&c.) ; 4th, Lower new red sandstone (Rothe todte liegende) ; proceeds 
in the present communication to mark with precision the distinctive cha- 
ware of the two upper formations, describing the rocks in descending 
order. 

1. ‘Red'and Green Marls and Sandstone (Keuper). ‘This formation 
includes all the marls ‘which lie between the lowest beds of lias and the 
uppermost strata of the underlying formation of sandstone, which is pecu- 
liar in nature,‘and appears to have escaped the notice of former observers. 
Tratirg this’ rock from the borders of Gloucestershire, through Worces- 
tershire into Warwickshire, the authors show by various sections, that 


‘this band, which never exceeds forty feet in thickness, invariably occupies 


the same position. The lower beds are sometimes (as at Inkberrow) 
sufficiently thick bedded to be used as building stones, but the flag-like 
character prevails (tombstones, &c.) Small bivalve shells, Ichthyodoru- 
lites and teeth of fishes, and foot-marks of a saurian have been observed. 
The marls‘ beneath the sandstone are of great, thickness, and besides 


‘gypsum, contain masses of rock salt, and are the sources of brine springs. 


New red Sandstone, (Bunter Sandstein, Grés bigarré). The upper 


‘beds of this arenaceous formation, rising from beneath the marls, are 


usually light coloured, but varying to greenish-grey and'red. This sand- 
stone is lithologically distinguishable from the overlying Keuper sand- 
stone, in being softer, much thicker bedded, and more micaceous. 

This sandstone contains many plants which are too imperfect to be 
identified, but Dr. Lindley has recognised the strobilus of an Echinosta- 
chys, which M. Ad. Brongniart has figured ‘as peculiar to the grés 
bigarré. As these fossils bear no affinity to the well-known plants of the 
Keuper, but have on the contrary, a strong resemblance to the Flora of 
the ‘‘Grés bigarré,”” the authors conceive that this light-coloured sand- 


‘stone of Worcestershire, forms part of the sane deposit. 


Portions of bones of saurians, in'a mutilated state, abound in what the 
workmen call the dirt bed of the Warwick sandstone—plants also occur. 
In addition to the fossils collected by Dr. Buckland, the authors have 
found the teeth of fishes. 

As the animal found in Guy’s Cliff, hasnot been proved of the same spe. 
cies as either of the Phytosauri of the Keuper of Wirtemberg ; the authors 
conjecture that if ever accurately determined, it will prove of the same 
species as one of the saurians in the Bunter Sandstein of the Continent. 

No traces have been observed of a calcareous stratum between the two 
formations above described, which might represent the ‘‘ Muschelkalk,”’ 
éxcept in Shropshire, where Mr.’ Murchison has observed a band of very 
impure limestone, occupying this intermediate position,—but no organic 
remains have yet been observed in it. 

On the whole, the authors conclude, that the most exact parallel exists 
between the ‘upper formations of the new ted systém of England, and 
those of a part of France, ‘where the Muschelkalk being also absent, the 
Marnes irisées and Grés bigarré pass into each other in the manner 
above described. 





NUMISMATIC SOCIETY. 

At a late meeting of this society, a lecture was delivered by Mr. Wil- 
liams, ‘‘ On the Coinage'of the Romans,’’ in which the following inci- 
‘dental notices of metallurgy were introduced. 

In Greece, the original representative of value was silver, a proposition 
which the fact of the silver being the only materal of the ‘earliest Grecian 
coins, renders self‘evident. ‘Copper was not coined by the states of Greece 
until several centuries after the use of silver money—the oldest copper coins 
of Athens not ascending higher than the year B.C. 400, although we find 
coppér money attributed ‘to Gelo of Syracuse, a century earlier. 

The earliest Roman coinage of silver, on the contrary, does not, according 
‘to Pliny, ascend higher than A.U.C. 485, (B.C.268), while in the original 
type of the denarius the Romans appear to have followed the Sicilians. The 
original denarius did not exceed in weight the eighty-fourth part of a pound 
of silver, yet it was valued at ten Asses librales (or eight hundred and forty 
‘times its weight in copper). 

The following note on this subject in the Atheneum, notices the sin- 
gular contrast to the present relative value of the metal, which prevailed 
in ‘the time of Solomon, or about 1000 years before the Christian era. 

This appears from the statement of Pliny, which applies to the period 
before it was reduced in weight, (A.U.C. 485, being the fifth year previously 
to the first Punic War,) ‘and so Eckhel understands it. The relative value 
of the metals is thas decisive on the question why copper became the staple 
equivalent in Italy. This relative value (i. e. of silver compared with copper) 
appears to have been at least fourteen times as great as in the present age. 

The contrast which the East offers to this state of things is too remark- 
able to be overlooked. We have already seen that silver was the common 
medium of commerce. In the teign of Solomon it was ‘‘in Jerusalem as 
stones,’’ 1 Kings, x. 27, 2 Chron. 1.15. Brass was, on the other hand, 
used in the fabrication of the vessels, utensils, and ornaments of the Temple, 
which we should suppose would ratlier have been formed from the precious 
metals, did we not learn from Ezra, viii. 27, that ‘‘fine copper’? was 
‘* precious as‘gold.’? The enormous amouht of silver, which, as we learn 
from Herodotus, was paid into the Persian treasury by tlie tributary satra- 

ies, compared with the brazen armour with which Homer clothes his 
eroes, will add further light to a question already radiant with perspicuity.

The first cargo from this 
new colliery was shipped on Saturday se’nnight at the Pembrey new docks, 
amid the flying of colours and other demonstrations of joy in commemora- 
ting such an ‘event, which the liberality of the worthy proprietor, Mr. 
Hughes Rees, has calculated to inspire. — Cambrian.

NTS ON THE LONDON AND BIRMINGHAM 
RAILWAY. 


On Saturday night last, shortly after eight o’clock, as the railway traie 
from Tring to London, had passed the Harrow station, the steam-éngine, 
from some unknown cause, flew off the tramroad, and singular to state, 
turned over, wheeling round its front towards Harrow, falling on the 
wheels, and only stopped by the bank, ‘which is considerably elevated 
above thetramroad. The tender, containing the fuel and water, which is 
immediately attached to the steam-carriage, was thrown over on the op- 
posite bank and broken in pieces, together with the first carriage, appra- 
priated to the use of passengers, in which were eleven or twelve persons, 
aud a considerable quantity ‘of luggage. It is a remarkable circumstanée 
that not one of the passengers was injured, although it may be easily con- 
ceived they were dreadfully alarmed, more particularly from the accident 
happening at night ; three other carriages were thrown off the tramway; 
the first class carriages remained in their proper position. It was shortl 
after ascertained, from the concussion or overturning of the engines, ° tha 
there was a large hole in the boiler,and on going a few yards inthe rear of 
the train, the conductor or engineer was lying extended across the tram- 
way with both legs broken, one of which was separated by the ancle-joint, 
Assistance was immediately afforded, and the unfortunate man was placed 
in one of the first class carriages. Most fortunately, three medical men 
were travelling by this conveyance, one of whom, Dr. Davis, of George- 
street, Hanover-square, afforded the sufferer his best assistance, and = 
some little time they succeeded in stopping the hemorrhage. A gentle- 
man from the Harrow station shortly arrived, and on learning the extent 
of the injury, made his way across the fields to Harrow, and proceeded in 
a post chaise to the London station for another engine and train in order 
to take the passengers forward. It was nearly eleven o’clock before an 
engine arrived, and then it had to return to the Euston-square station for 
a train carriage, which caused a delay of upwards of another hour. ‘The 
passengers having got into the fresh train, and the unfortunate engineer 
having been carefully placed in one of the first-class carriages attended by 
Dr. Davis and two other medical men, the train moved on to London, 
hich it reached between one and two o’clock on Sunday morning. Tlie 
engineer was immediately conveyed to the hospital in a very dangerous 
state, and the passengers seemed heartily glad at their safe arrival. 

As the two o’clock train of carriages were passing near Watford, on 
Monday afternoon, a fatal accident occurred. One of the labourers at 
work on an unfinished part of the road was holding a horse close to the line 
of trams, when the animal becoming frightened by the noise of the train, 
shied, and unfortunately threw the man under the track of the engine. 


‘His body was nearly severed by the contact of the wheels and steps of 


the carriages, and death shortly ensued. He had ample time and room 
to avoid any mischief, but remained within reach of danger, apparently 
out of mere carelessness or intentional bravado. 











Fata Accipents.—A few days ago, as a labourer, in company with 
two others, were undermining a large piece of solid earth for a railway, 
near Llangennech, Carmarthenshire, it fell on him, and, it is supposed, 
killed him instantaneously ; for when he was dug out, not the least sign of 
animation appeared.—Cambrian. On Tuesday week, as Richard Bone 
was sounding a rock at East Wheal Strawberry Mine, the rock fell upon 
his left leg, and shattered it so severely as to render immediate amputation 
necessary, The operation was performed by Mr. D. R. Robinson, surgeon 
of the mine, and the man is going on well. On the 18th ult., an ex- 
plosion of fire-damp took place at Carnfield Colliery, near Alfreton, 
which was attended with the most dreadful result. On the day in ques- 
tion four men déscended into the pit—one of these, named T. Thorpe, an 
experienced miner. The lighted candle which he carried ignited the in- 
flammable air, and the unfortunate individual received injuries of so 
severe a nature that he expired on the 3lst ult. Dewes, his brother, 
was also so severely burnt that he died on the 24th. The other two men 
are expected to recover. Verdict—‘‘ Accidental Death.’’—The deceased, 
T. Thorpe, was a bass singer in the South Wingfield choir, and in that 
capacity his loss will be much regretted.—Derbyshire Courier. 

Sournh Eastern Rattway.—The works on this line were com- 
menced on Monday week, at the Shakspeare Cliff, near Dover. Con- 
siderable delay had taken place in obtaining possession of the land re- 
quired for this portion of the railway, but the difficulties have been over- 
come, without the intervention of a jury. The means by which it is pro- 
posed to carry the line from Folkestone to Dover, are now clearly shown, 
and the simplicity of their construction has created a considerable interest 
in the town and neighbourhood. The cliffs where the works have been 
begun, are very high and exceedingly rugged. A portion of the upper 
cliff to the base of the line, within about forty or fifty feet of high water 
mark is being removed, and the cuttings as they proceed are thrown over 
on to the beach below, thus forming an embankment, on the outer side of 
which it is probable a sea wall will be erected. The spirit with which 
this portion of the works has been commenced, shows a determination on 
the part of the company to overcome those difficulties which have been 
stated to exist in the formation of the line from Folkestone to Dover, 


Toe Granp Junction Raw.way.—In reply to an article on the 
management of this company, which appeared in a recent number of the 
Banker’s Circular, Mr. Moss, the chairman of the company, admits the 
deficiency of locomotive power at present; but he says, that when the 
four remaining engines contracted for are completed, he has no doubt of 
the company giving perfect satisfaction. They have carried in three 
months, from 4th July to 4th October, 144,818.persons, who have paid 
72,0002. less than what they would have paid if they had gone by coaches; 
and this without the loss of one life or a single accident to any passenger. 
Out of 720 first class trains not more than six have exceeded tneir time 
by two hours. They carry 740 mail-bags a-day, at a charge, including 
the guards, of about 3d. each, or seventy-five per cent. less than any 
coach carries a parcel for the same distance. Mr. Moss concludes by 
stating, that out of fifty-six first class trains in the last week, thirty-six 
arrived within five minutes of their time, sixteen between five minutes and 
thirty minutes of their time, and two only an hour too late. But these 
irregular trains completed their journey of 100 miles in half the time the 
mail usually performed it. 

Grascow, Parsrty, AND Greenock Rattway.—The directors 
have elected Mark Huish, Esq., of Liverpool, secretary. The applica- 
tions for the office amounted to about sixty in number, and many of the 
suitors were recommended by the highest testimonials. So far as we can 
learn, this appointment will give general satisfaction to the proprietors. 
The board sits weekly for the dispatch of business. — Greenock Advertiser. 

BrirMINGHAM AND GLovucesTeR Rattway.--The advertisement for 
contracts renders it now quite certain that the works connected with the 
Birmingham and Gloucester Railway will be commenced without delay.

The proceedings of the Geological Scciety, at the last meeting during the late ses- 
sion, appear in our columiis of to day, having only been received during the last 
week. We considerthis statement necessary on our part, to show thas the blame 
of this long delay coes not rest with us.

It is seldom that we are called upon to speak of ourselves, or to 
remark upon others, when personality is necessarily associated with 
our comments. It is, therefore, with some reluctance that we are 
induced, on the present occasion, to notice Witt1am MILLETT 
Tuomas, Esq., the Projector and Managing Director of the “ Kel- 
lewerris,” the ‘‘ West Tresavean,” and the ‘‘ Great Wheal Prosper” 
mines—cum multis aliis. A Correspondent, to whom we have to 
express our obligations, has directed our attention to the Manches- 
ter Guardian, of the 1st inst., and from which publication we ex- 
tract the following— 

Mr. Thomas then referred to many erroneous reports which had been put 
in circulation relative to the Great Wheal Prosper mines, and particularly 
instanced many aspersions which had appeared in the Mining Journal. He 
begged that the shareholders would not hold themselves open to credit these 
reports, and urged several reasons why interested parties might put them in 
circulation. He begged that the shareholders would not consider the paper 
he had mentioned as any authority in such matters, as he could assure them 
that, in Cornwall, so far from its being recognised as an authority in mining 
affairs, it was considered to be one of the gre: test enemies to the mining in- 
terest in existence. Mr. Thomas here concluded, by expressing his readiness 
to give the shareholders every information in his power. Several gentlemen 
put questions to Mr. Thomas, relating to the financial accounts of the com- 
pany, and therefore of a private nature. 

We deem it only necessary to make the extract, that our readers, 

who may be shareholders in the “ Great Wheal Prosper” mines, 
may know Mr. Witt1aM MILLetr THomas’s opinion of the 
Mininc Journat, they having already been made acquainted 
with that entertained by him of the integrity and ability of Captain 
NicHoLas Vivian, who was found to be too honest in his report 
to satisfy that gentleman. We should readily agree with the 
worthy Projector in his observation, that the Minrye JourNat is 
“‘an enemy,” had he{ used the words, “ to fraudulent concoc- 
tions,” instead of “‘ to the mining interests ;” but we need not speak 
of ourselyes—the principles which have ever been pursued in 
conducting the Mininc JourNAL must be too well known 
to the public to render that necessary—and we believe the less 
we say of Mr. W. M. Tuomas the better. Our recollection 
carries us as far back as the year 1825, when we had the 
pleasure of an acquaintance with Mr. MitLinGTon, and became 
also somewhat acquainted with the operations of the “ British 
United Mines Company.” Shall we say more?—we think not 
However, as we will not speak of the gentleman, it is meet, 
having introduced him to our readers, that he should be allowed 
to speak for himself; therefore, passing over the “ financial 
statements,” which are truly said to be “ private affairs,” 
leaving ‘‘ Boruase” and the Phoenicians, and the “ Great 
Consols,” we shall at once arrive at the closing paragraph in the 
report, which will enable our readers to judge of the sad state to 
which England may be reduced, unless its mines be directed by 
a powerful mind, like that possessed by the gentleman of whom we 
have occasion to speak. 

During a conversation with a gentleman, Mr. Thomas lamented the want 
of an accredited organ of the mining interests. It must, he said, be a mat- 
ter of notoriety, that, wihout its mines, England would scarcely exist, from 
the complete neglect with which the mining interests were regarded. Rus- 
sia was now anxiously expecting that the mines of England were fast approach- 


ing to a state of exhaustion ; and, from this cause, that England would soon 


in 
sink into a state of insignificance, a climax which the Russians, no doubt, 
fervently hoped to see. 


‘We will endeavour, in an early Number, to notice the mines 
themselves, upon the value of which we have never yet remarked, 
although Mr. W. M. Tuomas says the reverse. 








In arecent Number we briefly alluded to a meeting which had 
been convened in Cornwall, of gentlemen interested in the Tin 
Mines of that county, for the purpose “of considering the pro- 
ptiety of petitioning Parliament and the Duchy, that a remission 
of the Duchy duty on Tin may form part of the arrangements 
for her Majesty’s future revenue.” A full report of this Meeting 
which was held at Truro, on Friday, the 27th ult., will be found in, 
another part of our Journal. 

The consideration of a question of so much importance to an 
ancient and extensive branch of Mining industry, which from the 
earliest dawn of British history has been peculiar to this county,

tion of its population, was certain of bringing together a large 
number of influential and highly-respectable gentlemen, and we 
accordingly find that the chair was filled by Davies GiLBERT, 
Esq., M.P., and among several representatives for the county, who 
were present, the most prominent part in the proceedings was 
taken by Sir Cuaries Lemon, Bart., who displayed much ability 
and historical research in the masterly view which he gave of the 
subject under discussion. 

The case made out in favour of a repeal of the Duchy duty on 
Tin has been so well stated at this Meeting, and the repeal itself 
is of such obvious importance to the Tin Mining interest, that but 
few remarks can be needed in addition, in our present notice of the 
subject. Setting aside the mere question of expediency, the late 
depressed state of the Tin trade, and the competition of the pro- 
duce of Banca and Malacca, as arguments, which, however im- 
portant in reality, are still open to the objection of deriving weight 
from temporary circumstances, we may proceed with confidence to 
first principles, and there on broad and acknowledged grounds 
prove the hardship and partiality of the tax which it was the 
object of the Meeting in question to have remitted. 

The impolicy of taxing raw materials is one of those great truths 
which are at the present time not only universally acknowledged, 
but, with scarcely an exception, universally acted upon also. As 
regards the metals which form so prominent and important a por- 
tion of the raw produce of this country, the only exception to this 
principle is in the case of Tin. This single fact is to our mind de- 
cisive of the question—it speaks more forcibly than pages of la- 
boured argument could do—it proves the duty to be partial, to be 
unjust, and gives confidence to our expectations of a successful 
result in answer to the petitions agreed to at the Meeting. The 
repeal of the duty is alike required by the admitted rules of sound 
policy, and by the abstract justice of the case, nor can a stronger 
position be well conceived, than that which is afforded by this pe- 
culiar combination of circumstances. 
We are ready to admit, however, that considerable difficulties 
must arise in repealing duties which involve an interference with 
vested rights, and that in the present instance the appropriation of 
the Duchy dues as part of the hereditary revenues of the Crown 
may appear at first sight an obstacle of some magnitude. On 
this subject, however, we cannot do better than to refer to the 
conclusive reasoning brought forward by Sir CHarLes Lemon, 
and we may quote the following passages of his address, as show- 
ing the results which he has arrived at :—‘ The inference which I 
would draw is this, that when the Duchy is in the Crown, it is not 
in principle distinguishable from the ordinary hereditary revenue : 
and that we should ask no new or unreasonable thing, if we should 
pray that the precedent of the 9th and 10th of William the Third 
might be followed, and the revenues of the Duchy of Cornwall 
placed at the disposal of Parliament.” 
As regards the reception which a petition for the remission of 
the Duchy dues may be expected to meet from Parliament, the 
Honourable Baronet proceeds—“ Here I think we need entertain 
no doubt—Parliament has spoken plainly on this subject, by re- 
pealing every duty of the kind—namely, every tax on a raw commo- 
dity, the produce of our own country.” On this very satisfactory 
statement we need only observe, that the exception of Tin from 
the above indemnity, can be considered in no other light than as 
an accidental circumstance, arising from causes which have no- 
thing whatever to do with the real merits of the case, and we, 
therefore, look forward with a strong assurance of success, to the 
results of a petition framed in accordance with the views of the 
Honourable Baronet—a petition which prays her Majesty “to ac- 
cept of compensation, and of Parliament to grant it””—a course 
which, without impairing the revenues of the Crown, will afford the 
desired relief to the mining interest. 
The objects of the Meeting, we need hardly observe, were car- 
ried unanimously—two petitions being agreed to, one to her 
Majesty, and another to the House of Commons. The petitions 
themselves will be found in another part of our columns, together 
with the proceedings of the Meeting, and we feel every reason to 
believe that the time has now arrived, when the Tin Mining 
interest of Cornwall will experience that relief, from a partial and 
onerous duty, to which we consider it so well entitled, not only 
on the grounds of expediency, but, as we have before shown, on 
those of justice and sound policy also. 














We have of late had frequent occasion to remark on the affairs 
of the “ Wheal Brothers Mining Company,” and regret that we 
should now have to report the result consequent on the pro- 
crastination which has taken place in obtaining from the committee, 
appointed by the shareholders, a report of their labours; the mine 
having become forfeited to the “ Lord” or lessor, and who has 
intimated that unless the machinery and materials are removed 
within one month, he shall proceed by action for trespass. At all 
times the advocates of inquiry and investigation, we cannot but 
regret that a delay has arisen in the present instance, which anni- 
hilates any hopes which might previously have been entertained of 
the advantage to be gained from prosecuting the workings of the 
mine ; and we cannot but express our opinion, that great blame is 
to be attached to the Committee. It was very lately that we made 
some remarks, which we hoped would have induced the proprietors 
to have come to a determination either to abandon the concern or 
work it with spirit ; but although two meetings have been convened 
by the directors, with that object, nothing has been done, and the 
time is now too late to repair the injury. sustained. 

We then observed, “ rumours were afloat,” and that there was a 
probability of some parties stepping in and benefitting by the out- 
lay of the shareholders. This, we believe, will be found to be the 
case. A meeting should be instantly held, when the directors, 
committee, or whoever else may be to blame, should explain, if 
possible, the cause to which is to be attributed the forfeiture of the 
“sett.” Another fortnight’s delay, and it may be too late to 
remedy or limit the evils attendant on the protracted delay which

THE DAVY LAMP. 


Six,—In the last Number of your Journal there is a sort of partnership 
letter, by ‘* Messrs. G. and W. Bursill, of Bury-street, St. James,’’ the 
principal design of which appears to be to assume for themselves con- 
jointly, or in an additional partnership, the merit of first making lumi- 
nous bottles with the electric fluid; and not only this, but also the mind 
of first applying the said bottles to the lighting of mines, as suggested by 
me in a letter which appeared in your Journal of the 28th ult. 

These gentlemen inform us that, ten years ago, Mr. G. Bursill actually 
assisted, at a lecture given by Mr. Wm. Allen, in the construction of a lu- 
minous bottle, ‘‘ which was intended to show the playing of the electric 
fluid in a vacuum, and served to illustrate the nature of the Aurora Bo- 
realis.’’ Hence, the merit of the French chemist, who made a bottle of 
this kind so perfect that it gave a light resembling that of the sun, and 
admitted of being hung up in his apartment, which is brilliantly illu- 
ninated, is to be superseded by the claim of Mr. Wm. Allen as prin- 
cipal, and Mr. G. Bursill as assistant, who merely, some ten years ago, 
“intended to show the playing of the electric fluid in a vacuum, or in air 
highly rarefied.’”” This is one step towards the appropriation of a disco- 
very—if it should turn out to be one. The next object it appears is, to 
supersede the merit of my humble suggestion, by informing your readers 
that the idea of applying such a bottle to the lighting of mines is not new. 
But by whom have I been anticipated? ‘‘ Messrs. G. and W. Bursill’’ 
tay, rather by implication, them expressly, that the idea had occurred to 
themselves ; but they do not say that they have ever communicated it to 
the public, or refer to any publication in which it has appeared. Not 
only had the idea of this application of a luminous bottle occurred to 
“ Messrs. G. and W. Bursill,’’ but they have made experiments “ with a 
view to ascertain the practicability of lighting coal-pits by this method.”’ 
We are not informed when or where these experiments were made— 
whether in coal-pits, or in their laboratory—whether in public or in pri- 
vate—whether assisted by the workmen of a mine, or without the be- 
nefit of co-operation. They merely say ‘‘ our experiments, made with a 
view to ascertain the practicability of lighting mines by this method, &c., 
are to form the subject of a small pamphlet which we are preparing for 
publication.’’ It appears from the statement of these gentlemen, that 
their research hitherto has not been very successful, as their statement is 
one only of the difficulties of the subject, serving as a record of their pre- 
sent notions respecting it. One of these difficulties is, to suspend or en- 
velop the electric fluid in some substance, which is to be, under all cir- 
cumstances, a perfectnon-conductor. Another difficulty seems to arise 
out of the possibility of the ignition of fire-damp by communication with 
the electric fluid. They do not appear to have surmounted either of these 
obstacles, and whatever their experiments may have been with a view to 
a substitute for the safety lamp, up to this period they do not appear to 
have been successful ; and therefore the most which ‘‘ Messrs. G. and 
W. Bursill ’’ can now do—certainly the most that can be inferred from 
their present letter—is to propose or suggest this method of lighting 
mines as a possible expedient ; in which proposal or suggestion they are 
anticipated. Such are the claims of ‘‘ Messrs. G. and W. Bursill,’’ ad- 
vanced ten years after their own illustration of the Aurora Borealis, and 
also after seeing my proposition to substitute the safety lamp by some 
mode of imparting light without heat, or by the luminous bottle of the 
French chemist. Possibly some of your readers may have seen a more 
detailed description of this bottle than that to which I have referred ;— 
the facts stated in this description were merely that by means of electri- 
city, after the air had been exhausted, a luminous bottle was made, which 
gave an intense light, and illuminated brilliantly the apartment in which 
itwashung up. Of the precise formation of this bottle no particular de- 
‘cription was given—my conjectures pictured it, not as liable to the diffi- 
culties and danger with which Messrs. Bursill appear to have been con- 
tending, but as a glass globe, having a very small tubular orifice, which, 
when the globe was filled with the electric fluid, might have been herme- 
tically scaled, and the electric fluid thus confined withiu a transparent 
vessel which was a non-conductor. — I repeat, that anything which I have 
tosay on this subject is submitted with great deference, for it is not one 
which has engaged much of my attention, and the perfecting of such a 
contrivance, if the construction just alluded to should fail, must be the 
work of some one who possesses much greater ingenuity than,

of exchanging one piece of paper, viz., the original dividend warrant, for 
tnother piece of paper, ’ycleyt, Treasury Bonds, to say nothing of the 
additional expenses of agency and paper wasted in the exchange ; all of 
Which, of course, must be borne bythe Portuguese Government, and, con- 
*equently, increase their liabilities, The simplest mode that suggests it- 
telf would seem to be, that all Governments unable to pay the dividends 
on their bonds when due, should promulgate a decree that they will be paid 
48 soon as means are raised, and that the dividend warrants shall carry 
Interest at five per cent., from the time of their becoming due, until the 
time of payment, which would allow the holders to keep possession of 
their original paper until paid, and avoid the expensive hocus pocus of ex- 
changing it for other paper—not more valid, if evenso much so.

IMPERIAL BRAZILIAN MINING COMPANY. 

The eM at Fry meeting of the shareholders of this company 

was held at the London Tavern, on Friday, the 10th inst. 
T. A. Curtis, Esq., in the chair. 

The CuHainMAN stated to the meeting that they were deprived of Mr. 
Walker’s services, from a severe domestic calamity—this he said to 
account for his own appearance in the chair. 

The advertisement, as also the minutes of the former meeting, having 
been read, the CuatnMan submitted the report, which stated that the 
directors were not able to give the proprietors such an account of the 
mines as they could have wished, and which they did at the last meeting, 
as ‘they had not received the accounts from Mr. Duval, their chief com- 
missioner abroad, his time having been much taken up with other matters 
relating to the company; it detailed their endeavours, in which they had 
hitherto been unsuccessful, to obtain the reduction of the duty on the 
gold imported, but the directors felt confident that they should be able to 
obtain this reduction when the Senate was again opened, which would be 
in twelve months time. The directors regretted to state the produce 
lately had not kept pace with what at first had been expected ; they had 
had several vexatious delays also to contend with, which had retarded them 
much ; added to which, the death of an individual at the mine, being the 
only one that had taken place since the concern had been in the posses- 
sion of the company ; it observed also on the good conduct, as well as 
health of the establishment; and stated that it had been found neces- 
sary to send out more miners from England, The quantity of gold raised 
during the last half-year amounted to about 818 lbs. 

A statement of the accounts was submitted, from which it appeared 
that the total amount of receipts were 39,5931. 4s. 8d., that of the dis- 
bursements 18,279/. 2s. 6d., leaving a balance of 21,314/. 2s. 2d. in 
the hands of the directors ; the assets, were about 65,000/., and the liabi- 
lities about 16,0007. The chairman then stated to the meeting the sug- 
gestion of the directors, that 5000/. should be divided among the proprie- 
tors, in a dividend of 10s. per share, and the remainder should be placed 
in the funds of the company. 

A SHareuouper addressed the meeting on the subject of the directors’ 
salaries, he thought they were exorbitant, and quite above what any other 
company in London ever raid their directors; it appeared to him, that 
whilst the affairs of the company were not in so flourishing a condition as 
they had been, that the directors should either not receive the same salary 
they had been accustomed to, or that they should receive none at all—he 
considered the directors’ services were not of such a nature as to demand 

so high a remuneration, and advised their being curtailed. The meeting, 
however, seemed of a different opinion, and thought the directors’ services 
fully entitled them to the remuneration they received, and agreed with 
the consent of the directors, that it should be left to their consideration 
to reduce the amount of salary, the proprietors being assured that the 
directors had only the benefit of the concern at heart. 

The CuairMAn said, the labourer was worthy of his hire, and he did 
not think it just or generous that the worthy proprietor should have the 
advantage of the directors’ services, and then dispute to pay the sum that 
by their deeds they were entitled to receive; he could assure him that 
there was a great deal of labour attached to the post, and required much 
attention and time; the subject was, however, bythe consent of all, waived. 
It was then resolved, ‘‘ That the report be received and adopted ;’’ as also, 
that the suggestion of the directors, ‘‘ That there should bea dividend of 
10s. per share declared,’’ be carried into effect. Thanks having in an 
especial manner been voted to the chairman and directors, the meeting 
adjourned, 

EDINBURGH AND GLASGOW RAILWAY COMPANY. 

A meeting of the shareholders in this undertaking was held in the 

Black Bull Inn, Glasgow, on Wednesday, Ist inst. 
The Lorp Provost in the chair. 

The CHarrMawy stated, that the meeting had been called by the direc- 
tors, and he hoped there was but one opinion among the subscribers as to 
the propriety of persevering in their endeavours to procure the sanction 
of Parliament to the undertaking, as he knew of no public measure which 
would be of more utility to Scotland. 

The Secretary then read the report of the directors, which stated 
that the bill, after it had passed the Commons, and the standing orders in 
the House of Peers, had been-stopped-in its further progress by the 
sudden dissolution of Parliament. The shareholders were recommended 
to contribute 1/. per share further, with the view of enabling the directors 
to proceed, as the funds were exhausted. 

Mr. SAnpForD, in moving the third resolution, stated that, when the 
company applied for their bill in last session, they did so on the faith of 
their being required to comply with certain standing orders of both Houses 
then in force. These standing orders had, with great expense and labour, 
been complied with, to the satisfaction of Parliament ; he considered it to 
be an act of injustice and oppression to the shareholders, as well as to the 
public, were the company to be compelled to comply with new standing 
orders which had been framed in reference to new bills, only a few days 
before the close of last session, and in a very thin House. He had no 
doubt, from what he had learned, that the company would be allowed to 
proceed under the old standing orders, by which means the bill would be 
passed pro forma through the House of Commons, and be taken up in 
the Lords at the stage at which it was stopped on the dissolution of 
Parliament.
